  17   (A) THE MAYOR AND CITY COUNCIL OF BALTIMORE MAY PASS AN ORDINANCE 
  18  IMPOSING A SURCHARGE ON EACH STATE LOTTERY TICKET PURCHASED IN THE CITY 
  19  OF BALTIMORE. 
 
  20   (B) THE MAYOR AND CITY COUNCIL SHALL: 
 
  21    (1) DETERMINE THE AMOUNT OF THE SURCHARGE TO BE IMPOSED; AND 
 
  22    (2) USE IN BALTIMORE CITY THE REVENUES RAISED BY THE 
  23  SURCHARGE TO BENEFIT: 
 
  24     (I) PUBLIC ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY SCHOOLS;
